the streets where the electric car 
line Is to be abandoned. 
If 
the 


tracks are removed the city expects 
the Traction company to replace 
the pavement. 
The application sets out that the 


company 
intends to 
operate six 


motor buses. Begmnining on a loop 
bounded by N and O streets and 
Twelfth and Thirteenth, the pro- 
posed route of the 
buses follows 


South Thirteenth 
street to High, 
eait on High to Fourteenth, and 
thence south to the 
penitentiary. 


The state 
hospital 
line 
would 


branch off from th« trunk line at 
Thirteenth and South and then pro- 
ceed west along South street to the 
state hospital.

A NEW FIELD OF MURDER. 
Two brutal boxcar murders in Nebraska- in the 


last two weeks should serve as a warning to young 
men, 
including a large number from the colleges 


and schools, who utilize the summer vacation months 
in the harvest fields as a means of refilling their 
purses, of the dangers of traveling over the country 
by riding freight trains. 


Their choice of seeking this Informal means of 


transportation throws them into close association with 
desperate characters. 


Year* ago thousands of men started in the wheat 


fields of Oklahoma and Kansas and gradually worked 
their way northward to the Dakotas, Montana and 
Minnesota in the paths of the advancing, reapers It 
was the customary thing to do and no one gave it a 
serious thought. Railroads made little effort to pre- 
vent these harvest workers from getting a free ride 
to the next scene of their labors. During the war 
and almost simultaneously with the expansion of the 
"L TV. AV." a change came. Train crews were com- 
pelled to fight in some instances for possession of 
the equipment, organized gangs of the order endeav- 
oring to assume control. In Kansas, JfSbraska ant! 
some of the other principal wheat-raising states, the 
cla«h between gangs of wanderers and train crews 
became so acute' that assistance had to be se- 
cured from the regular police officials. Young men 
who were working in the fields were beaten and 
robbed of their earnings while riding* to 
their 


next destination. Train crews wore set upon ai.d 
terrorized. 


The young man who sets forth early in the sum- 


mer to earn enough to put him through school or col- 
lege during the fall and winter months deliberately 
Invites trouble when he attempts to steal rides 
on 


freight trains. He may save his transportation but the. 
chances are that he- will lose his money, if not his 
life, before the summer is over.

Wages have been high enough in recent years to 


make it extremely profitable for the thugs who have 
now turned their attention to this new channel of ac- 
tivity. At the prevailing schedule of pay in the har- 
vest field, it is not impossible for energetic young 
men to accumulate four or five hundred dollars in a 
summer's work. Life is cheap these days. A lot of 
killers -will take human life for much less than the 
amount these young fellows .iro able to earn In the 
harvest fields.

There are seventeen varieties of rattlers, the most 
numerous being the timber rattlesnake of the east and 
the diamond rattler of the west and southwest. The 
Idea that snakes are becoming: more rare is said t'o 
be erroneous and it is claimed that in certain parts 
of Pennsylvania there are as many rattlesnakes as in 
Texas. This is said to be due in a measure to the 
policy of forest conservation and the better preserva- 
tion- of the better kinds of wild life. 


The moccasin is to be found in the south and keeps 


close to its haunts, the swamps and waterways. Tho 
coral snake exists In the southeast and the extreme 
southwest. It is a very beautiful and gaudily colored 
berpent and is not jarge. Few people are ever bitten 
by it unless, attracted by its beauty one picks the 
snake up. Likewise there are few accidents from 
moccasins, for those who live where they are to be 
found are so well acquainted with their haunts and 
habits that they avoid them. 


There are from, a. thousand to fifteen hundred peo- 


ple bitten by poisonous snakes in this country each 
year, with fatal reoults, while in Brazil the death 
rate from this cause is 5,000 per annum. This is 
only one-fourth what it was before the discovery^of 
the serum which counteracts the snake's venom.. In 
Brazil there is a government and a commercial labor- 
atory for 
the preparation and distribution of these 


serums and some of the remedy has been sent to and 
used in this country. Soon serums for the poisonous 
snakes to be found in the United States will be 
manufactured in Philadelphia under the direction of 
scientists and it is to be supposed that when this 
occurs supplies will be kept on hand in all parts of the 
country where the roptiles are to be found in any 
number.

There arc many factors contributing to the rapid

ROTHERMERE APOLOGIZES. 


Viscount Rothermere, who stirred up an inter- 


national tempest by referring contemptuously to thj 
British-American debt settlement in his newspaper. 
The London Daily Mail, evidently feels that it is 
necessary to make a "goat" out of someone. 


Rothermere has made his peace with the British 


public, which'refused to support him in his criticism 
of the "Shylock attitude of the American people," by 
publishing a signed editorial in which he disclaimb 
the article which caused the trouble. It did not rep- 
resent his views, he says, but was merely the opinion 
of his editor and the newspaper/staff. He offers a 
further apolo'g-"' by acclaiming Mellon as the greatest 
treasurer America has had. 
' 


Blame for the unfavorable debt settlement which 


Britain secured should be placed at the door of "inept" 
British statesmen, he declares. 


"Whoever is to blame for the settlement, it cer- 


tainly was not America. She made no extortionate 
demands. The terms of the settlement to all intents 
and purposes were the free and voluntary otfcr of the 
British representatives. 
Coolidge and Mellon are botli 


quite incapable of suggesting or forcing an usurious 
settlement on any allies of their country in the great 
war." 


That is nearer the truth than anything which has 


come out of the-discussions of war debts in recent 
months. America did not attempt to force any settle- 
ment upon Great Britain. She did not have to. The 
British government upon its own volition suggested 
the terms and agreed to them. Nor are her represen- 
tatives deserving- of censure. They played the roia of 
honorable men. They recognized their obligations and 
proposed to meet them. 
They did not whine, or 


whimper, but fulfilled in every particular thu highest 
traditions of British honesty in the matter of financial 
obligations. 


If Great Britain has been placed on an unfair basis 


with France and Italy because the latter have insisted 
upon bartering for the best terms obtainable, th"e 
American conscience should see to it this inequality 
-is corrected. America can alford to be as honorable 
in this matter as the British representatives were. 
Lord Kbthermere's suggestion that British statesmen 
should have adopted the attitude of other nations in 
the matter of debt settlement is unthh.kable to the 
better type of British Citizenship.
